RADFOKD'S RASCALITY,

A Canadian Land Broker's Scheme to Se- 
cure Iusurauce Money. 
By Telegrarh to the Post-.iaparen. 

Torosto, Ont., February 26.—Some peculiar de- 
velopments have been made in the case of Isake H. 
Radford, the prom.nent Toro ito land broker, who, 
itis thought. had been murdered and his body 
thrown into the Niagara River while returning 
from New York with $20,000, Which it is said be 
was to receive in New York, mention of which was 
made in dispatches to the Post-Dispatca yesterday. 
The crime is supposed to have been committed on 
last Thursday nigh: at Black Rock, Buifalo, while 
crossing the river in a rowboat. The boat was 
found adrift with Radford’s coat init the next 
morning. When the information reached this city, 
Mr. Suaw, a member ofalaw firm wuo did busi- 
ness for Radford, went to Buffalo to work up the 
case. He returued and told this story yesterday: 

“Radford, while stopping atthe hotel in Victo- 
ria on the Canadian side of the river, received this 
telegram from Black Rock, sigued J. Marks: 
Come over at once Wili return with you. Very 
urgent.’ Radford left this telegram on the table of 
his room in the hotel at Victoria, and went to 
Black Rock in arowboat. As he did not return it 
was supposed taat the tel m had been sent by 
rascais who followed m from New Lors 
intending to fellow and murder him for 
the large sum of money he was supposed to have 
op his person.“ 

Mr. Shaw when investigating the case at Black 
Roca asked the te egraph operator for the origial 
copy of the message sent to Radford, signed J. 
Murks. He learned that it was in the ion of 
the Superintendent of Police. On returuing to 
Buffalo, Shaw saw the telegram. He immediately

BASKED IN ANOTHER’S SMILES. 


The Resignation of Kev. Dr. Hunt and the 
Scandal it Caused, 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Hosoxen, N. J., February 26.—Three prominent 
members of the First Baptist Church, whose pastor, 
the Rev. Dr. Hunt, resigned Tuesday night, gave 
afternoon teas, and without intending to cause 
a scandal, quietiy discussed the preacher's 
character and the probable cause of the resignation. 
Dr. Hunt was in charge of a congregation at Mystic, 
Conn., up to about five years ago, when he received 
a call from the Frst Baptist Church, which he ac- 
cepted. During his last year’s stay at Mystic the 
name of Dr. Hunt was linked with one of the mem- 
bers of his flock, a wealthy widow, to whome it was 
said the pastor was more than ordinarily attentive, 
An investigatiou was ordered and a long trial fol- 
lowed, but he was exonerated. His record was 
known toafew members of the Hoboken Church, 
who did not tell the story. His first sermon in 
Hoboken wasa perfect success. His salary was 
fixed on a liberal basis, and several wealthy 
parishioners 

HELPED HIM WITH MUNIFICENT GIFTS. 
His wife was a plain, simple wo:nan, who appeared 
entirely devoted to him. She made no outward dis- 


play. but her home, at the corner of 
Bloomfisid and Eleventh streets, was a model 
of comfort. Dr. Hunt began his du les in earnest, 
and it was not long before ne became intimately ac- 
quainted wi h the members of his flocs. For two 
years Mrs. Hunt was a happy woman. but after 
tnat time it was noticed that her temper was not 
the same. Sue had frequent quarrels with her 
husband. Among his parishioners was a wealthy 
widow, who made qu te a snug fortune as a dress- 
maker. Sne was good lookivg and dashing in her 
demeanor. She fl ure in ali acts of charity and 
Was regarded as the leading spir.t of the congrega- 
tion. r. Hunt was frequently called to her house 
on matters of the church. She lived only a few 
blocks away from the church. The frequency of 
these visits and tne warm smiles of recowiition, it 
i said, was the cause of Mrs. Hunt's disposition. 
Several times she openiy objected when Dr. Huat 
said he had to make a call upon tue widow. She 
became jeaious and confided her secret to several 
friends. On one occasion sue open said that she 
believed her husband to ve unfaitutui. Few of the 
congregation believed her statements. Matters 
went on 
FROM BAD TO WORSE. 

Last fall an open rupture occurred in the house- 
hold, and Mrs. Hunt abrupt y returned to her fa- 
ther’s home in Northamp'on, Mass., but not until 
she had told many the cause of her leaving her 
husband. The story caused asplitin the congre- 
gation and an investizaiion was taiked of by the 
oppos.tion, Who argued tuat it was time to look in- 
to the vastor's private life. Tue pastor's aduerents 
said that Mrs. Hunt was jealous and refused to 
have any investigation. thus for over a year the 
matter was kept up and the pastor's health was 
coinpieteiy suattered. To put an end to all his 
\roubies he resigned. No entreaties could induce 
him to change his mind. He refused to take a va- 
cation of six moutis, and yesterday be closed up 
his house aud took tue train for Now Orleans. The 
res. gnatiou has not been accepted yet, but will be 
at the next meeting of tue trusiees. 


THREE OF A KIND. 


The Norwich, Connecticut, Bank Wrecke 
ers Sentenced to the Peniteutiary. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch, 

New Haven, Conn., February 26.—In the United 
Statea District Court yesterday, James M. Meech, 
Charles Webb and William Roath, of Norwich, 
pleaded guilty to the charge of embezzling the 
funds of the Merchants’ National and the Shetucket 
National Banks, in that city, and were sentenced to 
hard labor in the State prison. The ticker“ was 
directly responsible for their fraudulent conduct. 
The three men had sunk neariy $200,000 when de- 
tected last night. The prisoners were appalled at 
the gravity of their situation. All are men of re- 
finement. Meech is 55 years old,a gray-haired 
man with tear-stained eyes, who stooped as he 
walked into the court, accompanied by his tall and 
graceful wife, and his little son. Webb is 45, in- 
lined to corpulency, with a fair complexion, a flow- 
ing white mustache, and is a handsome biue- 
eyed man, who hasaprepossessing air. Roath 
is only 38, a graceful, tall, dark 
man, with a heavy drooping black mustache. He 
was a poor boy, but through bis benefactor, Henry 
Osgood, attained the commanding financial posi- 
don 

WHICH HE FINALLY DISHONORED, S. 

Webb was the least affected of the three. Neither 
Webb nor Rath was accompanied by his wife and 
children. Roath sat uneasily in his chair, his face 
painfully drawn in an effort to maintain bis com- 

ure. He was defended by ex-Governor Waller. 
— Lucas of Norwien appeared for Meech. 
Meech and Webb were sentenced to five years at 
Wethersfield, and Roath to four. The sentences 
of the two first named were imposed ou the general 
complaint for embezzlement, including five counts, 
whiie the sentence of Roath was imposed on the 
fourth count in the information, which charged 
him with statutory perjury. On this count the 
penalty was in the discretion of the Court. Judg- 
ment was suspended on tiie other counts. When 
the sentences were imposea, Meech went to his wife 
and little boy, The littie fellow's he«d hung down 
and an expression of the keenest pain was noticeable 
on his countenance. Mrs. Meec.:'s face was deadly 

e. Shortly af erward Marsha! Bul escorted the 
three convicted men into the District Attorney's 
room, and there many of their friends saw them 
for the last time in the fashionab.e garments, when 
they presented the appearance of anything but con- 
victs. They were taken at once to Wethersfield, 
Their sentences were made of the minimum length, 
so as not to create a sympathy that will possibly 
resu't in their terms being shortened. Roath was 
he.d to be more exposed to evil influence than the 
others, on account of his youth, the carelezs- 
ness of the directors of the bank.

GREEN-ROOM GOSSIP. 


The lithograph business isin danger of receiving 
an emphatic check from theatrical managers, Its 
value as an advertising medium has greatly de- 
creased because it has been run into the ground, 
and the burden of free.tickets which it throws on 
the theater is becoming unbearable. Managers all 
over the country are putting a stop to it. In New 
York not less than from 1,000 to 1,200 tickets are 
issued to shop-keepers and others every week for 
the use of windows, and many of these tickets are 
sold at small prices It has been asserted that good 
seats to the best theaters in New York can be 
bought for a quarter. Here the evil is not so great, 


but it is bad enough. There is not a theater in town 
which does not issue at least twenty-five tickets a 
week in this way; and frequently three times this 
number. Not less than two tickets can be offered 
for a window, and sometimes three or four, accord- 
ing to location. 


The man who stands in front of the theater and 
acts as general pass agent basa trving situation, 
and needs an immense amount of firmness and de- 
cision. The average citizen hasno compunction 
about asking for passes, and the slightest ground is 
made the basis of a claim Fe have any idea of 
the extent to which the pass system has grown not 
only on occasion when the manager of the attrac- 
tion wants the house filled, but mght along every 
night. An experienced theatrical man estimated 
that every werk not less than 2,000 persons attend

There has been talk enough this season anout the 
losses and Aifficulties of combinations and com- 
panies on the road, but not much about the theaters 
themseives. A combination can reduce expenses | 
when it is neces-ary to a considerable extent, but 
a theater is bound to keep up about the same ex- 
penses, and they are far from light. I do not believe 
that any of the iocal theaters have been losing 
money with a possible exception, but their profits 
have n cut down far below those of last year and 
previous seasons, and they have been compelled to 
curtail in every possible way.

It would be a matter of surprise, I think, toa 
great many to know just what it costs 
to supply the needs of a first-class theater. 
Take tne Olympic for instance: For the stage a 
large force of men have to be kept constantly on 
hand. For the scenery, three artists are envaged to 
fill all orders received from the companies with 
dates, and their e mpensation amounts to about 
$100. Then there are two bead carpenters, each 
with a set of assistants, at a cost of about $100; two 
property men, with a set of assistants each, at 
about the same cost. The ex of the orchestra 
will average $275 or more. For the front of the 
house a large force of men is required. Leaving out 
the higher salaried officiais, such as 
manager. treasurer, etc... there are 
two ticket-sellers, four doorkeepers. janitors, 
ushers, scrubbers, calcium light and gas men. The 
total cost of this force wili reach $225 at least a 
week. The advertising will average not less than 
$250 and the bill-posting $100, both of which x- 

enses have to be borne by the theater. The heat- 
ing will cost about $50 a week, and in addition to 
these there is a heavy insurance to carry, taxes to 
pay and the mierest of the capital invested to con- 
sider, so that the running of a first-class theater is 
an expensive matter. The weekly expense will 
amount to about 81 #00. 


There is always plenty of work to do about a the- 
ater. Every attraction which comes, especially if 
it de a new one, has to be prepared for in advance, 
and new scenery has to be made and properties ob- 
tained. The scenery for old and regular attractions 
are kept on hand until it runs ont, and there are al- 
ways a number of stand-bys in stock. When an at- 
traction is coming tue manager sends about two 
weeks ahead models of the scenery and property he 
will require. They are examined by the scenic 
artists, the head carpenters and the property men, 
and each one takes from the stage manager his or- 
ders for the material and prepares the necessary 
articles. Sometimes an entirely new outfit is re- 
quired,

NO RECEIVER. 


An Application in the Nut and Bolt Com- 
pany Case Refused To-day. 

Juage Thayer this morning delivered an opinion 
in the matter of the application of A. W. Duryee 
and Thomas Noonan for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver of the St. Louis Hot Pressed Nut and Bolt 
Manufacturing Company. Ue said he would have 
todeny the application for two reasons: First, 
upon a careful examination of the bill and affidavits 
ted in the case, the Cour. could enter no final de- 
cree in the case except an order dismissing the bill, 
because the proper parties are oot before the Court. 
The bid prays for a decree dissolving the corpora- 
tion and liquidating its affairs. This relief the 
Court cacnhot grant wits respect to corporations of 
this class, either under the recent statute or in 
equity. Tue jurisdiction of the Court over such 
corporations is purely corrective and does not go 
to the extent of entering a decree such as is prayed 


for. Since tue plaintiffs bave not seen fit to maxe 
the offiicers of the company parties to 
this suit, the Court cannot take cognizance 


of monies alieged to have been misappropriated 
by them. For the same reason a new election of 
olficers cannot be ordered. A receiver ought not to 
be appoinied where it affirmatively appears on the 
face of the bill that no final decree can be entered. 
la tae second place, the Court hoids that no prac- 
tical benefit could possibiy resuit to the plaintiiłs or 
the other corporate creditors from the appointment 
of a receiver of the company circumetanced as it 
now is. Judge Thuyer, therefore, overruies tue ap- 
pheation witu leave to the plaintiffs to file a new 
application should furtuer complications arise.

THE NEW YORK SCHEME. 


A Plan Whereby St. Louis Must Pay 
Toll on Imports. 


Mr. Whitney, Surveyor of the Port, Ex- 
plains the True Inwardness of the Move- 
mentto Abolish Intérior Ports of Entry. 


The New York Chamber of Commerce has ap- 
pointed a committee to go to Washington for the 
purpose of inducing Congress to abolish the interior 
ports of entry, thus concentrating the imports trade 
at New York, and having the appraisment and 
other customs work done in that city. The interior 
ports of entry affected by this measure are: 
Atlanta. Ga.; Denver. Col.; New York, Buffalo, N. 
T.; Georgetown, New Haven, Conn.; Burlington, 
Vt.; Galveston, Texas; Norfolk, Va.; Boston, 
Mass.; Hartford, Conn.; New Orleans, La; 
Baltimore, Md.; Indianapolis, Providence. 
Bath. Maine; Kansas City, Philadelphia, 
Charleston, S. C.; Chi III.: Cincinnati, O.; 
Cleveland. O.: Detroit, Mich,; Rochester, N. V.; St. 
Louis, Mo.; San Francisco, Wilmington, Del.; Louis - 
ville, Ky.; Middletown, Ct.: Milwaukee, Memphis, 
Mobi.e, Ala.; Richmond, Va.: St. Joseph, Mo.:
